Not A Valid Argument 


A number of Canada’s metropolitan newspapers 
are elated over the defeat in the house of commons of 
a proposal that would have provided parity prices for 
agricultural products. Their argument is that farm 
support prices have already cost the country millions 
of dollars tpid any further move towards parity prices 
“simyly means an attempt to interfere with the law 
of supply and demand.” 

In answer to this argument the Red Deer Ad¬ 
vocate replies: 

“It is interesting to find this tender feeling for 
the law of supply and demand, which is said to be in 
danger of violation if prices for what the farmer has 
to sell are supposed by government action. But what 
happens to this dear old ‘law’ in connection with things 
the farmer must buy? 

“For example, if a Canadian farmer could go 
across the United States border and buy his car or 
truck, and drive it home, he could save himself several 
hundred dollars on the transaction. But he’d find when 
he drove up to the Canadian line that a custom officer 
of the Canadian government was waiting there to do a 
first class job of scuttling our old friend the law of 
supply and demand. 

“And so the Canadian farmer can’t go across the 
line to buy a car. He must buy it in Canada nd pay 
the Canadian manufacturer several hundred dollars 
more for it. The government has set aside the law of 
supply and de/nand by imposing a customs tariff 
which enables the Canadian producer to charge a 
higher price for the car. If that is not a “support 
price” for the automobile manufacturer, what is it? 

“If the so-called law of supply and demand is a 
true law it should be applied with complete imparti¬ 
ality to everyone. If that were done, every rstriction 
which affected the price or movemnt of good would 
b removed. The protection of industry’s prices pro¬ 
vided by customs tariffs would*be eliminated, an event 
that would throw Canadian manufacturing into com- 
plete^panic. It is not likely that any such thing will 
happen. But until it does happen, the law of supply 
and demand argument against parity prices for farm 
produce is not a valid one.”

For the first time since the American oil lobby 
became active the aim is to curb Canadian and Vene¬ 
zuelan shipments to the United States as well as those 
from the rest of the world, says The Financial Post. 
Until now for trade and defence reasons, those two 
exporters have been regarded as in almost the same 
category as domestic producers. 

Washington is hearing the same old story that is 
spread around every time some pampered U.S. indus¬ 
try fears it may have to face a little healthy competi¬ 
tion. 

President Eisenhower is being told that rising im¬ 
ports from Western Canada threaten the existence of 
independent U.S. producers whose contribution would 
be vital in wartime. Jt is to be hoped that before he 
acts he insists on getting the full story. If he does, he 
will find that in oil and oil products actually Canada 
is importing more from the United States than it is 
exporting to the United States and that in any future 
war the United States will find as it has found with 
other Canadian resources in other wars, that an oil 
supply in adjacent Canada is just as essential to its 
national defense as in its own Texas or Oklahoma. 

The Farmer. . The Optimist 

To be a farmer in Western Canada one must be 
the eternal optimist. That surplus wheat is hanging 
over his head and curtailing his market privileges. It 
may be a wet year and it may be a dry year. The hail 
may come when the crop is looking pretty and an early 
frost may cut his earnings to a mere frazzle. Yet he 
must roll out in the spring and plant. He lives by 
faith . . . and in spite of all these potential problems, 
he probably lives nearer his Creator than any other 
man. He joins with nature in feeding the peoples of 
the world. Nature, without the co-operatio of the 
farmer, has never done too good a job We often think 
how foolish he designers of the Russian revolution 
were when they categoried the farmer with the in¬ 
dustrial laborer. Industry works with given quantities 
of raw materials and measured production. With the 
farmer it is different. He can never be sure of his re¬ 
sults till the crop is garnered . . . and then he takes 
an' added chance on marketing conditions. The farmer 
usually works hard, but he lives independently, eats 
well and enjoys a degree of individual freedom not 
realized by the time-lock punchers.
